Hi Dave; 


You said: "..... since most electronic components are rated 100 degrees C 
or higher. ..... 


Electrolytics, except in some fancy gear, are rated at 85C. 100C will 
damage some plastics and brown others. Coil windings will expand and maybe 
break a wire. Not a good idea that hot. I would do the bake out at 55-60C 
and no hotter. 48 hours would be about right for thorough drying of things 
open to the air. You should remove the bells of transformers. Leaky caps 
will not get better by drying out the radio. You may have to selectively 
replace caps by circuit analysis or do the shotgun method to eliminate cap 
problems for the next 40 years. Using radiant heat can be a disaster 
because some things will absorb more energy and may get too hot. Best to 
heat air and allow it to circulate through the radio for even heating.

In February, I sent my TMC GPR-90's power transformer off to Joe Russo at 
ACR Electronics (17 Joice St., Lynn MA 01902 781.598.5908) to have the B+ 
winding repaired. Joe spoke to us on the phone and assured us that there 
would be no problems, and that the transformer would be as-new when he 
returned it. 


Joe returned the transformer within the time promised. It was completely 
rewound (every winding), and all of the wires were covered with 
original-color spaghetti (looks like no soldering done inside). The voltages 
are spot on, and there is no obvious extra heat being produced (may actually 
be a tad cooler). 


I highly recommend Joe's work, and he will have all of my transformer 
business in the future.

> still within tolerance, and even the 330's aren't all that bad. I'd be happy to 
use 

> any of these as replacements in a BA. 


This was a very interesting study. I have found (as have others here) that ageing 
effects can 

be quite idiosyncratic. Sometimes it's just one value that goes off and all the 
other 

resistors in a radio are OK even though they are the same type. I suppose 30 or 
more years are 

enough to stabilize any drift that's going to happen although I must admit I'd 
just as soon 

use a new resistor. There are still plenty of folks who reuse the oldies though. 
You see them 

buying those old radial lead tubulars at antique radio meets.

1. The Collins 204C-1 was a 10KW SSB tx used at SAC "numbered air 
force" headquarters (HQ SAC, 2nd AF, 8th AF, 15th AF, 16th AF, etc.) 
and various other sites. Sure did put out a nice sig! (Hope you have 
lotsa bux for replacement finals, though. :-) 


2. The AN/FPS-16 is a "precision" (in WW2 terms) tracking radar. I 
seem to recall it operating at C-band (around 5.5 GHz), but it's well 
documented in RADAR HANDBOOK edited by Merrill I. Skolnik (the "father" 
of Navy radar). They still use ‘em out at Point Mugu, for operations 
on the Pacific Missile Range. For higher accuracy, they xcheatx by 
equipping target drones with beacons that the radars can ping.

Hi Phil, 


I ran into this same situation when I was repairing my GSB-201 amplifier 
that needed 4 parasitic supressors. 


I checked the manufacturer's data sheets for metal film resistors (because 


that was what was available to me) and found that they are, indeed, 
suitable for RF use. They have been in use in this amplifier for nearly 
5 years and I've had no trouble with them at all. 


The only downside is that, with pastel blue ceramic bodies, the modern 
resistors just don't look "right" in there where bulky carbon comps should 
be. :-)
